Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  dosired  and  deemed  necessary  to  widen,  open, and 
extend  Tov/nsend  Street  from  Taylor  Street  to  the  south  line  of  the 
land  of  the  Lake  Erie  and  Fort  Wayne  Railroad. 


All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  widening,  opening  and 
extending  of  Townsend  Street  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  city. 


Said  v/idening,  opening  and  extending  of  Tomsend  Street  above 
described  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  pur- 
poses a portion  of  Lot  No.  188  Second  Commercial  Addition  described 
as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  North  east  corner  of  said  Lot  No.  188 

Thence  west  on  the  south  line  of  Taylor  Street  to  the  northwest  corner, 
of  said  lot-;  Thence  south  on  the  east  line  of  Townsend  Street  eighty- 
five  (85)  fee"^;  Thence  northeast  to  place  of  beginning;  also,  commenc- 
ing at  the  south?/est  corner  of  Lot  No.  19S  Second  Commercial  Addition 
Thence  south  on  the  east  line  of  Tomsend  Street  produced  south
